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THE ORDER OF SERVICE 


Tite Padres of Toc H and the Banner-bearers of Тос H Branches 
will cnler and lake their places before the service begins 


When the Choir and Clergy have entered, 
the Dean of Westminster shall say: 


Kindred in Toc H, We are gathered together in this ancient Church 
of Christendom, in the presence of Almighty God and of the whole 
company of heaven, to offer unto Him through our Lord Jesus Christ 
our worship and praise and thanksgiving; to make confession of our 
sins; to pray, as well for others as for ourselves, that we may know more 
uuly the greatness of God’s love and shew forth in our lives the fruits 
of His grace; and to ask on behalf of all men and of this our Family, 
such things as their well-being doth require. Wherefore let us kneel in 
silence, and remember God’s presence with us now. 


Afier a silence, the Precentor shall suy: 


Brethren, seeing that we have all come short of our high calling, let 
us humbly confess our sins to Almighty God. 
Our past unfaithfulness. 
O Lord, forgive. 
Our neglect of opportunities. 
O Lord, forgive. 
Our deafness to Thy calls. 
O Lord, forgive. 
Our slothfulness and want of zeal. 
O Lord, forgive. 
Our readiness to condemn and our slowness to forgive. 
O Lord, forgive. 
Our love of self and our indifference to others. 
O Lord, forgive. 
Our want of courage and our lack of faith. 
O Lord, forgive. 
Above all and everything our forgetfulness of Thyself. 
O Lord, forgive. 
May the Almighty God have mercy upon us, forgive 
us our sins, confirm and strengthen us in all goodness, 
and bring us to everlasting life. Amen.

O God, the Father of all mankind, we pray Thee to turn to Thyself the 
hearts of all peoples and their rulers that by the power of Thy Holy Spirit 
peace may be established upon the foundations of justice, righteousness 
and truth. Through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 


Let us Pray 
For Christ's Holy Catholic Church throughout the world: For the 
spreading of the Gospel and the strengthening of the Faithful: For the 
increase of Faith, Hope and Charity. 

We beseech Thee to hear us, good Lord. 
Gracious Father, we beseech Thee for Thy Holy Catholic Church. Fill 
it with all truth and peace. Where it is corrupt, purge it; where it is in 
error, direct it; where it is superstitious, set it right; where it is amiss. 
reform it; where it is right, strengthen and confirm it; where it is in 
want, furnish it; where it is divided and rent asunder, unite it. Through 
Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 


Let us Pray 
For the Family of Toc H throughout the world; For all Marks, 
Branches, Groups, Teams and Clubs: For the work to which the Family 
has set its hand. 

We beseech Thee to hear us, good Lord. 

Teach us, good Lord, to serve Thee as Thou deservest; to give and 
not to count the cost; to fight and not to heed the wounds; to toil and 
not to seck for rest; to labour and not to ask for any reward save that of 
knowing that we do Thy Will.
